According to several McGill students, engineering professor John H. 
Lee has been secretly developing a gruesome new weapon for the Canadian 
and American governments. 

Concern has focused on Lee’s controversial research of the explosive 
power of com. Under Lee’s experiments, corn is ground into a fine powder, 
sprayed into the air, and ignited. 

Several students fear Lee’s research will be used to' develop Corn Air 
Explosives (CAE’s), or corn-bombs, a conventional explosive with the 
destructive potential of an eleven year-old boy with tooth decay.

FAEs have been labelled 
the “poor country’s atomic bomb,” because of their cheap price and 
highly-destructive capability. 



The weapon spreads a vapour 
cloud of gasoline into the atmos- 
phere, which is detonated. 
Corn-bombs, however, use ground- 
up corn in the place of gasoline and 
have been dubbed the “fireworks 
from Sasketchewan”. 

Chuck Berzowski, a graduate stu- 
dent working closely with Lee who 
requested anonymity and was re- 
fused, said that behind closed doors, 
Lee has demonstrated his desire to 
rule the earth with corn-bombs as 
his arsenal. 

With the cheap price of corn, he 
said, Lee has accumulated an enor- 
mous stockpile of corn-bombs in 
his backyard. 

“Today, Lee uses corn bombs to 
get more office space, tomorrow he 
takes over the world. This megalo- 
maniac must be stopped,” said 
Berzowski. 

Lee would not talk to the Daily. 
In fact, every time Lee was ap- 
proached he transformed into a 
black-pepperea gypsy moth and 
tlew out the window.

Principal David Johnston renewed his attack on progressive student 
organizations on campus yesterday, saying they were “soft on fascism” 
and “a gang of hippy-dippy liberals". 

lohnston rushed between various club offices in the Union Building 
all day yesterday brandishing a Molotov cocktail and a four foot sabre, 
urging students to “cast off your chains”. 

“You have a world to gain,” he repeatedly said. 

In an interview with the Daily, Johnston complained that the Left in 
Canada is in disarray, and suggested that anarchists and other leftists 
must unite to combat U.S. imperialism and what hedescribedas“therise 
of fascism".

Johnston 
asked one Daily reporter. 

Johnston also chastised the reporter for “smoking tobacco picked by 
impoverished Mexican workers", and for being reluctant to toss a petrol 
bomb into the offices of the Students’ Society, whom he accused ofbeing 
“traitors to the student body”. 

He said the Students’ Society executive has ensured anything radical 
and revolutionary has been shut out of the democratic process. He said 
that his daughter, VP Internal Alex Johnston, has been a disgrace to the 
family because of her collaboration with the “establishment". 

“Don’t you realize that you’ve duped all along by those moron 
lackeys,” Johnston told the 50-or-so students gathered around him. 
“This is your one chance to get rid of those five dcadwood executives.” 

Johnston was later seen in the offices of the McGill staff association 
MUNASA, ferociously attacking it for being “a company union” and 
“for betraying the workers of McGill”. 

Johnston was eventually detained by campus security after urinating 
on the Arts Building steps and threatening a member of the Fukka 
Mango fraternity with a knife.

A New Drug Plan 

Vpfinancclev Buhkman announced 
plans to create a new non-prescription 
drug plan to serve as a companion to 
this year’s prescription drug plan. 

“If a student gets addicted to nar- 
cotics, we don’t want them to have to go 
bankrupt paying for them. This will 
serve as a safety net for students,” said 
Bukman. 

Some councillors questioned the 
plan.
